It contains 

more than 120 farmers markets in 100 municipalities across Connect-

icut, offering vibrant retail outlets of fresh farm products for consum-

ers.  This brochure notes market locations, months, days, hours, and 

participation in any of the Farmers’ Market Nutrition Programs.
